Notice the lite of Jesus, how 
full it was, Some of the years 
of His life are unknown, but 
wherever there is any record 
given it always shows Him as 
being busy. At twelve years of 
age when Joseph and His 
mother lost Him He was so 
busy He could not get away 
from Jerusalem with the com- 
pany. And on their return in 
search for Him they found Him 
fully occupied. And when they 
remonstrated with Him for re- 
maining in the city when He 
certainly knew His parents and 
their company were gone He 
replied with marked _— surprise, 
“How is it that ye sought me? 
wist ye not that I must be a- 
bout my Father’s business?” 
And during the three years of 
His ministry His time was fully 
occupied. He had no _ time to 


\lose: 


Jesus is our exampie as well 
as instructor, and we are to 
grow up into Him. We are to 
be partakers of His nature. We 
are to follow - His~ steps. Ws 
are to become like Him. And 
we find no stoppage in our 
growth. Stop growing and 
what is the result? It will lead 
idleness, and  idleness— 
it lead one to? 
Where hag it led its millions? 
What has it done for those who 
have been enwrapped in_ its 
folds?, 


While Peter urges a continu- 
al growth we must not forget 
that it takes both food and ex-~ 
ercise to insure a growth of 


anything. Trees have to be fed, 
and blown about by the wind. 


Children have to be given ap- 
propriate food and plenty ol 
exercise, The growth will be 
stunted without the right kind 
of food and the right kind of 
exercise. Chinese bind the feet 


covered: David had been strong Of their female children to keep 


them from growing. In order to 
insure the best growth all 
bands must be taken off and 
kept off. Peter gives instruc- 
the requirements 
to insure growth in a spiritual 
sense, The food is to be the 
sincere milk of the Word. (1 
Peter 2:1) But food is not the 
only thing. The bands have to 
be taken off. Peter names the 
bands—malice, guile, hypoc- 
risies, envies, evii speakings- 
A person may be fed on the 
sincere milk of the Word and 
wonder why he does not grow 
in grace. He can tell that he Is 
making no progress in his ex- 
perience. But he may not re- 
member he has some malice. He 
may not think of that guile that 
is lurking in his heart or mind. 
He may not think those little 


flippant spells of hypocrisy 
that he takes occassionally 
He may 


He may be in sucha habit ot 
saying things that are properly 
classed ag evil speakings that 
he is unconscious of — such 
leaving his lips. 

Here it is as Peter gives it. 
“Wherefore laying aside all 
malice, and all guile and hypoc- 
risies and envies, and all evil 
speakings as new-born babes, 
desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow there- 
by. (1 Peter 2:1, 2) You can’t 


‘grow up into Him and have 


malice; What is malice? 





deliberate mischief; ill feeling, 
grudge; ill will.” Peter says al 
of these have to be laid aside 
as a prerequisite to growth. 
There can be no growing up in- 
to Jesus Christ where there 15 
malice existing. 

“Lay aside all guile’ What is 
that? “Deceit, cunning, fraud.” 
This must not be there wheth- 
er one practices deceit or fraud 
outwardly or not. If the tenden- 
cy to practice deceit or fraud 
is in the heart life the growth 
will be hindered. The expres- 
sion by Peter is positive. Lay a- 
side ALL guile—deceit, fraud. 
very particle, every atom of it. 
Then, and not until then, will 
this hindrance be removed. 

Lay aside all hypocrisies. It 
hardly seems that honest peo- 
ple will have hypocritical no- 
tions and make claims ot 
Christian experiences that they 
do not possess, but here are the 
instructions of Peter, and hy- 
pocrisies are included as if 
some would feign to be some- 
thing they are not. Among our 
people this could be some thar 
claim the gift of tongues, inter- 
pretations, or healings and not 
be endowed with such gifts. It 
could include other claims just 
as well. “But all such things 
have to be laid aside if one 
grows up into Jesus Christ. 


The next to consider is envy. 

Peter says lay aside envies, 
This means to put away grudg- 
es, or any feeling of displeasure 
at the excellence or ‘prosperit) 
of another. This would include 
jealousy—feelings that come up 
between ministers sometimes. 
These things must not exist it 
one desires to grow up into Je- 
sus Christ. They will prevent 
spiritual growth. Just as well 
expect the foot of a Chinese 
woman to grow with that aw- 
ful bandage on it, as to expect 
one to grow up into Jesus 
Christ and be full of envies or 
jealousies, 
The last hindrance that Peter 
mentions is “evil speakings.” 
These must be laid aside, ‘too, 
if one wants to have a good 
spiritual growth, It does not 
seem that Christians would be 
guilty of such talk, but the in- 
dication here is that they may 
sometimes really be guilty of 
evil speaking. I do not know 
how long they may keep their 
good experience and use _ bad 
talk, but I should think not 
long. - 

Some may wonder what kind 
of evil speaking one could en- 
gage in and not lose his good 
experience. I wonder about this 
myself to an extent, but when 
it is fully defined it may not 
seem so strange. The word 
“evil” means something else 
besides wickedness or _ sinful- 
ness. It means worthless, Peo- 
ple can probably engage in 
worthless speaking and not 
lose out entirely, but thts will 
certainly hurt ones experience 
enough so it will hinder or 
dwarf the growth if nothing 
more. In a sense it is unkind 
speaking. Unkindly talk about 
a friend or brother that will 
have a tendency to injure him 
or hurt his influence. Any talk 
that will injure another in any 
way may be classed as evil 
speaking. All of this kind must 
be ‘laid aside if one grows well 
in his religious experience. 


Under this head might. be 
considered what the Bible 
mentions as_ back-biting, on 
taking up a reproach or report 
that is told and passing it on to 
others. This is certainly unbe- 
coming for a Christian and wil 
hinder his growth if nothing 
more, Even if a brother has 
fallen into reproach m some 
sense it is certainly “evil speak- 
ing” to help circulate the mat- 
ter by telling it to others, If it 
is true, and the brother has 
fallen, he ought to be helped up 
instead of having his misfor- 
‘tune told to every body. If it is

In the third chapter of! 
James we read, “My brethren,! 
be not many masters, knowin, 
that we shall receive the great- 
er condemnation.” 

We as Christians often raise 
up a certain standard and ex- 
pect the people to come up to it 
and then we fall short our- 
selves, hence we get into great- 
er condemnation. For in many 
things we offend all. “If any 
man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able 
also to bridle the whole body.” 

I know there never was a 
woman, who would defend her 
position any more than I would. 
I would defend my position if it 
condemned every one else and 
I would stand for what I be- 
lieved in spite of everything. If 
you expressed anything | did 
not believe I would take issue 
with you right on the start. 
This grieves my own heart but 
I thought if I did not do so 1 
would be compromising with 
the devil. 

I know God has blessed me 
in the past as much as He 
could, but the depths of the 
knowledge of God were not 
then what they have been since 
I have learned this. It is nor 
easy when one takes issue with

I have often heard people 
speak about earnestly contend- 
ing for the faith that was once 
delivered to the saints. Then 
they tell how this or that fellow 
did, but they have gotten the 
wrong idea.

If some one does 
wrong, it will never do you any 
good to go and tell it, no one 
will be made any better, on the 
contrary they will be made 
worse, because you have sin- 
ned against God and your 
brother and sister. 

“And the tongue is a fire, a 
world of iniquity: so is the ton- 
gue among our members, that 
it defileth the whole body, and 
setteth on fire the course of 
nature; and it is set on fire of 
hell.” O, if we could but learn 
that, how it would help us 
through all eternity, You may 
have to suffer for a moment 
and have to bite your tongus 
but you had better do that than 
be compelled to swallow your 
words later. We ought to real- 
ize that it does not help any 
one to talk about them.

THE CHURCH WHICH IS HIS 
BODY 





C. A. Churchill 

There is much being said in 
this day concerning the church 
or body of Christ. And to those 
who do not search the Word 

~carefully, the subject is more 
puzzling. The church subject 
like all other Bible subjects, 
should be studied in the light 
of the Word. Leaving off all 
theories of men ang letting the 
Bible fully settle all points. Most 
every one believes God has a 
church but of her make-up and 
location and how we become a 
member, many seem to misun- 
derstand the Scriptures. S.me 
say we are born into the church 
while others say we are bap- 
tized into the church and re- 
fer to 1 Cor. 12:13. In order to 
fully understand this important 
subject we must of necessity 
know something about the 
meaning of words, languages, 
etc. 

It is true that Jesus said He 
would build Hig church. Wiat 
kind of material do you suppose 
He used? Did He take sinners 
end build them into the church? 
Or did He take sinners ana 
make Christians out of them 
and then build the church 
out of them? When a man 
builds a house he does not try 
to build it out of trees and the 
trees still standing in tte 
woods, such a thing would be 
unreasonable and impossible. 


He cuts down the trees aud 
takes them to the saw mill and 
has them sawed into the right 
kind of pieces, lengths etc. Then 
he builds the house out of thic 
material that he has woried 
over. It is the same timber onl; 
it has been worked over into 
different lengths, widths etc.,the 
same with humanity. God takes 
up old rusty sinners and as svon 
as they repent of their sins, He 
forgives them and then He be- 
gins to use them as materia! in 
the greatest building of the 
ages—the church. 


To those who claim that we 
are born into the church, we 
have only to say that there is 
not a passage of Scripture in 
the Bible that says that we are 
born into the church, therefore 
that theory ought to be com- 
pletely discarded. And to those 
who say that we are baptize 
into the one body and that one 
body is the church, we will say 
that there are several things to 
be understood before we shoul’ 
venture an opinion of that 
kind. The word born means +> 
come forth, in other words, it 
means to come to sight ang the 
word baptize means to put into, 
SO We see that these two word: 
have different meanings. When 
you press these fellows clese 
enough who claim that we are 
baptized into the church by the 
Spirit, they will turn on you 
and say we are born into the 
church making the two words 
mean the same when they do 
not. 

The exact quotation of 1 Cov. 
42,13 is as follows, “For by one 
Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether we be bond 
or free; and have been all made 
io drink intu one Spirit.” The 
words in and into are beth 
prepositions and both belong to 
that class of prepositions wLich 
have distinctive uses. In denctes 
presence on the inside and int. 
denotes entrance from the out- 
side Lo the inside. Now by the 
Spirit we are to enter from the 
outside to the inside of that 
body.” The people that Jreh»n 
baptized “In Jordan” no dvitht 
waded into the water and were 
baptized “in Jordan” that is 
they were baptized after they 
got in the river and not pbap- 
tized “into the river,” then how 
do we get into this body F'.ul 
spoke of?-—we are baptized into 
the body. What does into mean? 
It means entrance from the out- 
side to the inside. What does 
this mean? Whether we be Jew 
or Gentile, whether we be bond 
or free, and does this not mean 
a common faith for both? And 

. other sheep I have which are 
not of this fold, them also I 
must bring—Jesus. Then what 
will you have? One bedy 


Paul said, “For heis our 
peace who hath made both une. 
and hath broken down the mid- 
dle wall of partition between 
us; Having abolished in his 
flesh the enmity, even the iaw 
of commandments contained in 
ordinances; to make in himself 






of twain one new man so mak- 
ing peace. And that he might 
reconcile both unto God in ons 
body by the cross, having slain 
the enmity thereby.” Hph. 2:'4- 
16. Thig is none other than the 
body that Paul had previously 
said we were baptized into by 
the Spirit. If 1 Cor. 12:13 means 
baptized into the church then 
there is contradiction in the 
same chapter for in the 18tn 
verse Paul said, “But now hatb 
God set the members every one 
of them in the body as it hath 
pveased him.” 1 Cor. 12:18. 


Then to say that we are bap- 
tized into the body by the Spirit 
and that is the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost would also be a 
contradiction for Jesus is the 
one who baptizes with the Holy 
Ghost in the case of 1 Cor. 12: 
13. The Spirit is the one who 
does the baptizing. Well, says 
one, we are baptized by onr 
Spirit into the body or church 
and that is not the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, Alright what 
sign is given you, or how do 
you know just when you get 
this “baptism into the body?” 
Not one could tell when <ley 
get this baptism into the body 
cr the church as they say. lei. 
us go a little farther with tue 
unalysis—“baptized into one 
body’—entrance from the vut- 
side to the inside. Here is a 
crowd of sinners, the Spirit bap- 
tizes them into the one body 
and they are Christians and 
members of God’s church 
Many can now see the fallacy 
of such an argument. We will 
oO a little further with it, there 
‘is a crowd of sinners and they 
repent of their sins and wod 
forgives them and they reslly 
have'a godly sorrow for «heir 
sins. They receive the new birth 
and they enter from the cut- 
side of the body to the insiae of 
the body and are baptized into 
the one body by the Spirit and 
these are all one and the same 
My dear reader, you can see the 
fallacy of this argument that it 
is unreasonable, unscripitura’ 
and impossible. 


This is just as reasonable as 
it would be to take the trees in 
tne forest and build a house 
with them and leave the linihs, 
knots, leaves, etc. on them. The 
timber must he prepared first. 


Jesus told Nicodemus that he 
must have the new birth, tuere 
was nothing said about beire 
baptized into the one body. 
He must have the new birth thet 
Jesus spoke about before He 
could see the kingdom of 
heaven. 

How then, says one, do we 
get into the church? We are 
added to the church. In the 
Acts of the Apostles it is said 
that the Lord added daily to the 
church such as should be saved: 
in the original Greek reading 
it, says the Lord added daily to 
the church such as were beiag 
saved. Then another thing. if 
being saved puts people int» 
che church there would be ro 
need of God adding them. There 
is a vast difference between 
adding and being saved. Add 
means to attach to by a com- 
mon agreement or coverant. 
Saved means delivered, and in 
cther words add means to at- 
tach to and saved means de- 
livered from. Now when it says 
that God added to the church 
daily such as should, or were be- 
ing saved, it is evident that Gra 
cid not come down there ard 
add them to the church, but it 
is clear that He did it through 
the hands of the apostles. 

God preachead the gospel 
through the apostles, but when 
it comes to adding them to th- 
church, some say that man had 
nothing to do with it. I think 
that preaching the gospel wa, 
just as important as adding tc 
the church. I also think that 
performing miracles was equally 
as important, and we know that 
the apostles had something toa 
do with these and it is «alse 
evident that the apostles had 
someting to do with the addin; 
to the church. If this is not 
reasonable I do not understand 
the Bible. 


_ Then there are some other 
thoughts that I wish to dror 
here and you can read und 
reason them out by the Bible. 
The Lord knows that I have 
studied this subject with an 
open heart. We find that John 
the Baptist preached and bap- 
tized people when they had re- 
pented of their sins, for he re- 
fused to baptize some wo 
came out as snakes in the 








Then if being saved put peopie 
in the church, these people were 
already in the church, but yet 
the church was not built tor 
Jesus said after that, “I wiil 
build my church.” Multitudes 
went out and were baptized 
confessing their sins, but they 
were not in the church for the 
church had not yet been built 
After while the church was 
actually built and we find that 
there were churches at diffevent 
places, fi. e., the church at Cor- 
inth, Thessalonica, Galatia, etc. 
These churches were all under 
the direction of the apostles, 
sometimes they would meet in 
session arid form decrees and 
then deliver them to the church- 
es. 


“And as they went through 
the cities, they delivered them 
the decrees for to keep, that 
were ordained of the apostles 
and elders which were at Jer- 
usalem. And so were *the 
churches established in the 
faith, and increased in number 
daily.”” Acts 16:4, 5, 

Does it look like man had 
anything to do with the churct 
in the days of the aposties? It 
is the same now, that is the 
reason we do not allow one iit- 
tle fellow to have hig own way 
about anything. When we folks 
receive information or advice 
we want it to come from head. 
quarters and not go from us or 
some one else up to headquar- 
ters. 


Paul said that God had sect 
some in the church, pastors, e- 
vangelists and prophets and 
uelpers and leaders, but if being 
saved put people in the church, 
aod would not have had to set 
vhese prophets or apostles in 
the church. The thought is 
ihis—He sets the ones He 
wants in their respective places 
Some may say, Did not Jesus 
say, Every branch in me _ that 
bringeth forth no fruit, 1 take 
it out? That proves that man 
has something to do with it. in 
some cases some wicked pastor: 
might cast some out of the 
church that ought not to be 
cast out, as in the case of 
Diotrephes, But in the case o1 
the vine and the branches, tbe 
question is fruit bearing ana 
not church affairs in the least. 
We are commanded by the 
greatest Teacher this world bas 
ever had, to goto this unruly 
brother and tell his fault he- 
tween him ang thee alone andif 
he will not hear thee take .we. 
others with you and if he shal! 
neglect to hear these two then 
tell it to the church. Now it 
man has nothing to do with ir 
at all Jesus would never have 
-aid, “Tell it to the church.” If 
ie fails to hear the church then 
you are to look upon him as an 
heathen and publican. Thank 
Ged, that ig doing business. Je 
sus said for us to do that and 
‘e are determined to obey 
Christ in all things as far as 
was subject to Christ in ali 
we know. Paul said the church 
was subject to Christ in all 
things, some members may dis- 
chey those who have the rule 
over them sometimes but the 
church is subject to Jesus all 
the time, that is the reason 
that she is drawing down the 
streams Of criticism upon het 
fair head. 


There is one body and one 
Lord, one faith and one ' bap- 
tism and one church and the 
world has begun to feel the 
affect of the church. It is only 
a matter of time until every 
thing else in the way of 
churches will count for nothing 
for the Church of God will be 
so far ahead of them that they 
will take their signg down anc 
take sides with the world which 
they have already done in a 
great measure and the churep 
will rise and shine and all thé 
nations will flow into her. 
Thank God! Hallelujah!! Pe:n)- 
are looking this way as_ never 
before. 


Here are some thoughts that 
are worth while. Years age 
when the Holy Ghost was pour. 
ed out upon the people in the 
West, they were of one accord, 
there was no division and great 
grace and fear was upon th: 
people and they had _ revivals 
which were worth while, bu‘ 
after while division came, on ac- 
count of no government. Ther 
their revivals ceased to be like 
they used to be and as a resuly 
there are about fourteen di‘- 
ferent sects and all claiming to 
be Pentecostal people.
